Canadian Banking System Re- 
quires an Overhauling. 


Developments follow fast in the 
Farmers’ Bank scandal. Profes- 
sional and financial lights of here- 
to-fore well-established standing 
in the city of Toronto and impli- 
cated by a confession of Manager 
Travers after he had been convict- 
ed and sentenced to six years. 
Among these is no less a personage 
than Beattie Nesbitt, the erstwhile 
Conservative political boss of Tor- 
onto. 

Whether the crowd who handled 
the Farmers’ Bank did anything 
which other bank managers are 
not doing toa large extent every 
day, is a matter of grave doubt. It 
is accepted almost without ques- 
tion many Canadian banks lend 
money to the directors thereof, 
and it is a matter of record that at 
the time of the panic three years 
ago no less than eighty millions 
of Canadian bank money was out 
on call loan in New York, being 
advanced on the very securities 
which were certain to come down 
with a crash in case the panio be- 
came as acute as at one time the 
circumstances indicated that it 
would. 

While the money was out in 
New York legitimate Canadian in- 
stitutions and mercantile firme in 
the west were being starved into 
bankruptcy and the western busi- 
ness men were done almost as 
acute an injury by that policy as 
were the eastern stockholders of 
the Farmers’ Bank by the rasoally 
policy which finally brosght that 
institution into bankruptcy. 

Indications are that the whole 
Canadian banking system needs 
au overhauling. The incident of 
the Farmers’ Bank is merely the 
concrete evidence of the fact that 
the present system is not safe. It 
is one thing to pat a bunch of di- 
rectors and managers into jail af- 
ter the resources of the bank have 
been dissipated, and quite another 
thing to protect the resources of 
the bank so that the direotors oan - 
not play with other people’s moa- 
ey in a manner that neither they 


*nor the other people would play 
with their own.

The Albertan.--The keynote of 
the meeting.of the farmers. which 
has just drawn to a close was the 
expression of dissatisfaction with 
existing conditions.”

Pauperism. in England. 


During « recent meeting of the 
Royal Statistical Society of Eng- 
land, held id London, the presi- 
dent, Lord George Hamilton, made 
the. surprising declaration that 
“We, the richest nation in Europe 
have the heaviest pauperism, yet 
the more we spend the worse the 
position seems:to be.” He pre- 
seyted statistics showing that 
while between the years 1871 and 
1895-6 there was a large reduction 
in the actual number of persons 
relieved, since 195-6 there bad 
been a large increase. However, 
the ratio a thousand had not risen 
because of an increase in popula- 
tion. It*was also shown that what 
kept the figures from attaining 
much large dimensions was the 
great reduction in the number of 
children relidyed; this counter- 
balaricing the great increase in 
the number of men assisted. Com- 
parisons also showed that there 
had_been a progressive increasé in 
the number of men over twenty 
years old in receipt of re- 
lief, the number being the highest 
in occupations which the casnel 
system of eniployment predomin- 
ates, such as dock labor The 
lowest was among carpenters and 
plumbers. Among agriculturists 
pauperism was almost entirely due 
to old age. Between 1906.7 and 
1909-10 the poor law expenditure 
had reached a total of nearly £14,- 
000,000; further, despite the great 
increase in population, as compar- 
ed with the year 1871, the rate a 
head was now Is 7d in excess of 
what it was in the year stated. 
This increase of expenditures, 
however, had not resulted in a de- 
cease of pauperism, for there were 
87,000 more’ paupers in 1905-6 to 
1909-10 than were listed from 
1888-9 to 1395-6. ° 

Lord George Hamilton reported 
that pauperism was the highest in 
the east and center of England 
and the lowest in the north, and 
that in the oity of London the 
number had increased 36,000; the 
ratio rising from 20.5 to 25.1, 
while the number of adult men 
maintained in the institutions was 
greater than in any other part of 
the country. The fact was patent 
that the workhouse, while placing 
many heavy burdens on the rates, 
had proved a failure as a deterrent. 
While there was a reduction in 
the total number of children re- 
lieved, this reduction was chiefly 
in the number of widows’ children. 
The number of children of able- 
bodied parents receiving relief 
sbowed an inorease. Withal, the 
least progress had been made in 
regard to able-bodied paupers. 

Lord George Hamilton regarded 
conditions as unsatisfactory, not 
only in regard to paupers in re- 
ceipt of relief, but also to the de- 
velopment of paupers within re- 
cent yaars. He reported that the 
government was now spending 
£40,000,000 a year in excess of 

what was expended in 187) in re- 
lief of pauperism, and for educa- 
tional and sanitary purposes, and 
yet today England finds itself with 
more paupers than were apparent 
at the time the increased expendi- 
ture was resolved upon.

The superiority of the Japatese | 5, 
roldier lay in the wonderful health 
he possessed, and it was noted that 
whereas other nations count one- 
third of their armies always as un- 
fit for service on account of ill 
health the Japanese could always 
count on their full strength. 

One of the problems for study is 
not to prevent death, but to pre- 
vent people from dying _ from 
avoidable diseases. We should 
come to the end naturally and not 
have our usefulness out short by 
an unnecessary death. — 

. Cast your eyes over the list of 


‘deaths published in the newspa- 


pers and note how few of them 
ate seventy years of age; how many 
of them have died from avoidable 
diseases which were traceable di- 
rectly to the neglect of the com- 
munity. We must confess that 
we are homicides, and that most 
of us die from our -environ 
Water is the natural scavenger 
of the earth, and is apt to be dirty, 
which is very different from the 


‘popular supposition im regard to 


it, It is-an-apcid 
and the thioker the 
dirtier the water, 

Forty years ago Vienna was 
scourged by a plague of typhoid, 
and they built a pipe line to the 
Alps, 125 miles away and collected 
the pure water of the mountain 
snows and brought it to the city. 
Today they have no typhoid there. 

People today are more afraid of 
burglars than of the more potent 
evil of foul air. In the olden days 
they used to think that the night 
air was unwholesome. What 
should we breathe if not night air 
at night?. 

What we used to breathe was 
day air jailed for night service. 
Also we use too much coal and 
keep our houses too hot. It is 
heat, not cold, that gives people 
cold; a cold draft never hurts any- 
body, and people need education 
on the fact that this is true. 

That we put tuberoulosis pa- 
tients out of doors is a confession 
in itself that it was contracted in- 
doors. It doesn’t attack healthy 
lungs, and we have the power to 
throw it off if it does. 

Indeed, we are infested time and 
time again with numbers of dis- 
eases, but we do not know it, for 
we have the power to throw them 
oompletely off. But when we live 
in foul atmosphere the bacilli be- 
come too strong for ub and we 
succumb. 

The remedy is pure air. 

Unlike water, pure air or the 
lack of it is not a public crime; it 
is an individual or family crime, 
for all can get it if they wish. 

We have reached the age of con- 
servation, and the most precious 
asset of the nation is ite health. 
Let us cause that day to come 
when no baby shall die of malnu- 
trition Let us have gray hair 
among us. Old people are bless- 
ings to every one, and we cannot 
do without their love and wisdom.

in the location of their lines. The 
people of this village feel that they 
have a real grievance and a peti- 
tion is being largely for presenta- 
tion to the provincial government 
setting out the situation as it ex- 
ists. Failing action by the gov- 
ernment an appeal will be taken 
to the board of railway commis- 
sioners. It is pointed out in the 
petition that the O.N.R. line from 
Stettler paralels the O.P.R. as far 
as Alix, so close that at places the 
rights of way almost adjoin, and 
that the line does not open any 
new territory, then swinging south 
to cross the C. & E. near Black- 
falds. By running a few miles 
south and crossing the Red Deer 
at or near Content, this line would 
give railway tacilities to a large 
extent of country which otherwise 
may be isolated for years. 

Then again the G.T.P. whioh 
was originally intended to cross 
the Red Deer River at Oontent, 
bas through some influence been 
diverted to a point eight miles 
west, leaving the Content district 
without any hope of railway faoil- 
ities unless the Alberta Central 
oan be induced to build from Red 
Deer.
